dozens of symmetrical palmetto trees, 
ma „y of which have attained sufficient 
age to drop their boots; by veteran ce- 
dars and pines, by stately magnolias with 
their great white petals and dainty fra- 
grance, wild oranges with golden fruit 
hanging Ifl clusters against the grim 
walls, and with yellow JasSSlM passion 
lowers, Sttd masses of vines trailing over 
the windows and through the doors. I 
nay such surroundings combine to render 
the scene as striking in physical aspects 
as in historical interest. 

Indulge me, Mr. Hkkai p, .u a few in- 
troductory observations, „f a desultory 
character, relative to the east coast of 
Klorida before 1 attempt a description of 
the old monastry or mansion, as this sec- 
tion till recently has heen • sort of 
TKBRA IMOOVITA hi the map of travel.

Hotel Royal Poinciana, capable of enter- 
taining 600 guests, was completed and 
thrown open for guests in February and 
before the season closed, less than three 
months, more than 10,000 names were 
registered !

communicating by some inlet with the 

ocean, of from a few hundred yards to 
several miles in width, usually shallow, 
ordinarily currentless, and abounding, in 
a full meaning of the term, in fish, oys- 
ters, dams, crab, shrimp, lobsters, alliga- 
tors, turtles, snakes, ducks, geese, snipe, 
herons, cranes, pelicans, marsh hens, 
water turkeys and scores of other ani- 
mated things of the fur, feather and 
scale kingdoms. 

It is a sportsman's paradise and the 
bang of guns and the whir of reels are 
heard on all sides. As much teal enthu- 
siasm in piscatorial exploits as I have 
seen this year was displayed in the vicin 

Ity of the Inlet by a good lady of Nash- 
vi'llc.Tenn It was an ordinary occurre 
after her morning's angling to see 
able-bodied man go to tote her string In. 

They would consist of channel bass, red 

snappers, black snappers, sheepshcad, 
grampus, whiting, trout, sailors' choice, 
tarpon, porgies, pig fish, weak fish, cre- 
valli, flounders, grupers, Jew fish, black 
lish, balloon fish, toa.l fish, cat fish, sharks, 
sting rays, porcupine fish, lady fish, pilot 
fish, saw fish, etc. 

These bodies of water as a rule are in 
reality lagoons or sounds, though they 
are known here commonly as creeks or 
rivers. They extend south along the 
coast for about 3(>0 miles in this order I 
Pablo creek, Matanzas river, Mala Com 
pra creek, Halifax river, Hillsboro river, 
MoaqultO lagoon, Indian river, Fake 
Worth, BayO Katones, New river, Dumb- 
foundling bay, Btsoayna bay, and Cards 
sound. These bodies, particularly the 
Indian river which is Ion miles long, 
straight as an arrow and from one to 
seven miles wide, afford as fine water for 
sail boats and launches as the world 
offers, so travelers tell me. 

Tea years ngo this section was hardly 
known. There were no steamers or nap 
t ha or electric launches, and sail boats 
even were a luxury ; the waters swarmed 
with myriads of fish, were covered with 
ducks and geese ; wild turkeys, deer and 
bear were to be had without an effort ; 
the straggling settlers lived in isolation 
and made long journeys for mail and for 
articles of clothing and household use. 
Henry M. Flagler, one of the standard 
o"l mandates appeared upon the scene 
and waived over it the magic wand. He 
first lifted Ht.

I can 
not recall the names of all our fruits, 
probably not more than half of them: 
melons, such as are grown in Kentucky, 
strawberries, raspberries, dewberries, 
grapes, numerous varieties; figs, pins 
apples, some of which attain a weight of 
ftfUet) pounds; guavas, sweet ami s,,ur 
of various kinds; grape fruit, bread fruit, 
oranges (tangerines, mandarins, natal 
and the ordinary orange of the market), 
lemons, limes, Japan ]srsiiiiinons, man- 
gos, sugar apples, tamarinds lo.piats or 
Japan plums, poinegrunts, grown on 
trees; paw paws, bananas, eocoanuts, . 
palmetto berries, sapodillas, niammecs, !

of 'cracker" here can spread fruits on 
his table that would be the envy of the 



vegetable mould of centuries of decay 
that Tumbull, from whom it took its 
name, settled his colony a little less than 

200 years ago. Prior to his time, how- 
ever, a colony Of forty families from the 
Bermuda islands settled at the present 
site of New Smyrna, attracted by the 
fine live oak forests which abounded. 
The SUOCess of the colony, (he salubrity 
of the climate, its wonderful product- 
iveness and iis adaptability •<> the culti- 
vation of indigo which was in great 
demand attracted the attention of Eng- 
lish capitalists to the place. Accordingly 
Dr. Andrew Turnbull, of London, w ho 

mas married to a Grecian woman, headed 
a colony for the purpose of growing 
indigo and sugar cane. Settlers from 
Minorca, one of the P.aleric isles, and 

from Greece and Italy to the number of 

1,500 came over. They wen- located at 
what was then called Mosquito, now New 

which stands on the north side of Me* 



Bahama islands. It was termed an in- 
surrection and cost two of the leaders 
their lives. While the masses were toil- 
ing on in slavery with no hope of a 
bettered condition, three of their num- 
ber. Pel I Icier, Uamblsa and Uenoply 
escaped to St, Augustine and secured the 
promise of the governor of this old 
Spanish city their protection. They re- 
turned to New Smyrna and immediately 
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Old co.,uina building, which bad been 
there nobody knew how long. The old 
mission or monostery, of which I wish 
particularly to write, was the | rincipal 
One, and it is now generally known as 
"Turnbull'sOld Sugar Mill." Here the 
Minorca people built their cabins, plant- 
ed their vines, their fruits, grew their 
Vegetables, directing a nttmbff of hours 
every day to the cultivation of sugar 
Dane and indigo. The settlement look 
the name of New Smyrna from Smyrna, 
the birth place of Mrs Turnbull.

turns from their labors made Turnbull 
greedy and his promises failed. He kept J 
them as slaves, treated them tyranicnlly, 
worked them on short rations, a part of 
the time giving them a quart of corn iht 
day and only two ounces of hog meat 
per week. They submitted for nine 
years and dwindled in numbers to 600. 
He had his slocks, his whipping post, 
and his dungeons under his mansion. 
The immense ditches they dug for miles 
to drain the back lands are now discharg- 
ing he superflout water as when Turn- 
bull left them. Wells nicely wslled snd 
arched are yet in use, while indigo vats 
snd various other evidences of Turnbull's 
occupation are frequently to be met 
With.

The sugar mills and Indigo vats went 

tO WSSte. Civat trailing vines enveloped 
them and the golden fruit of oranges 
grown by the Mlnorcnns, dropped into 
the vats, the open w indows and the rusty 
sugar mill boilers. Coquina walls soon 
melt away, the summer sun is baking 
them to du-t, the winter rains are wash- 
ing them to earth, each zephyr steals 
some grain of loam or silica and drops it 
m ath the tangled mass of tropic growth, 
and little now remains to mark the site 
of the once populous and prosperous 
English colony. 

I visited this week the "old rock 
house" which is opposite our lighthouse 
and Inlet. It antcdatis Turnbull's time. 
It is built of coquina, 20x.% feet, and 
has fire place and chimney. The roof is 
gone and in the middle, where there 
were breaks in the concrete floor, stand 
several ancient cedar trees. This build- 
ing was evidently made by people of the 
Catholic faith, aa a^niche in the wall for 
the reception of the Yirgin Mary shows. 
It is situated on an immense mound of 
oyster and clam shells. Among these 
shells are found (lottery, the work of In- 
dians or Mound Builders long, long years 
before America was ever dreamed of. I 
climbed upon the vine covered walls of 
this building, and what a view I Lovely 
as a painters' vision! Hollow ground 
with winding, gurgling, sparkling 
streams, giant live oaks, decorsted with 
Spanish moss, a grove of wild orsnges, 
loaded with golden fruit, pslmettoes and 
magnolias, a net work of probably fifty 
streams of spsrkling tide-water leading 
in serpentile channels through marsh 
grass, their shores fringed with mangrove 
bushes to which cling millions of oys- 
ters ; full view of Ponce Psrk settlement, 
gisnt light house tower, the Halifax and 
Hillsboro rivers as they unite and flow 
In and out Mosquito inlet with the tides, 
the long line of silver spray made by the 
ocean swells ss they break on tbe white

A fine archway gave passage through 

the first wall I approached and disclosed 
ruins on a more extensive scale I most 

interesting eonditi .f affaire. To the 

right and partly hidden by large pal- 
metto, bay and other trees stood the one 
remaining wall of a once beautiful 
chapel. A mere glance sufficed to show 
the ecclesiastical character of the build 
ing. Not only was the side wall stand 
ing in its entirety with its three hand 
some arched w indow s and massive stone 
work, cut with a care and precision that 

betoken i iistiikiil.lv something far 

above the colonial uses of manufacture. 

The o ban ot>! end of the chapel was also 

standing, also the front end in which is 
the tall arched doorway. All of which 
refutes the sugar mill idea of the natives. 
The small cha|Hd has evidently stood in 
the angle formed by the walls of a much 
larger building, the latter having served 
as a monastery. The larger building was 
erected in the form of a cross, the w ings 
end portlCM of which had formed dis- 
tinct divisions, arranged about an open 
court in the center. The smaller build- 
ing, generally called the chapel, is 88 
feet long by gf.fi feet wide. The larger 
building which is in the form of a cross, 
is of such dimensions that the central 
beam of the cross running cast and west 
is |60 feet, and the cross beam, running 
north and south is ISO feet. The build 
ing is of such proportions as to show 
unmistakably the cross enibb'in, and the 
open court which is so common in the 
eaat, and especially with Spain, support 
the idea I advance. I have seen scores 
of somewhat similar structures in Old 
Mexico designed for eeelm 
other uses, built durinir. Spin 
acy : in fact I know of few 
consequence in the Mexican 
baa not the oriental court, 
ther confirms the idea which now obtains 
in the thoughtful mind, that the build 
lug was an old Spanish mission, built in 
accordance with the wish of Ferdinand 
and Iaabellaa* expressed to Columbus, 
waa the discovery while digging near the 
walls of the chapel of three bronxe can- 
dleaticksof aucieut and exquisite mould. 
Evidently they were of ureal age as the 
iron part* used as weights and the bolts 
had almost completely oxidised. I make [ healt 
no claim of wisdom in passing upon ttre " 
such implements of antiquity, but in v 
contrasting these candlesticks in my I 1 * 
minds eye with some that I inspected 
which had been preserved from the 
wrecks of tbe several gold missions in 
southwest Texas, I waa strongly of the 
opinion that tbe Florida candlestick left 
the mould* long before those of Texas
